_ Government to Continue Exploration 
Work in the Northern Part of Can. 
ada—Opposed to all Efforts Towards 
Civilizing the Eskimos. ‘ = 


Ottawa. — Vilhjaimur Stefansson, 
a half 
dozen years within the Arctic Circle, 
resenting Canadian interests in the 
it expedition sent up under the di- 
rection of Stefansson and Lieut. An- 
Gerson by the United States and \Do- 
minion geological surveys, arrived in 
ttawa. It is understood he will lay 
before the Government the results of 
his last expedition with a, view to se- 
curing support for another trip north. 
Stefansson during the course of his 
explorations, which were mainly eth- 
nological in character; sent a series of 
letters to the general survey describ- 
He his movements, and referring 
briefly to his hardships, which were 
many, the explorers having to live 
for periods on seal oil and tea leaves, 
helped out with the usual chewed moc- 
casins. ae ae 


. Interviewed, however, he states that | 


Arctic hardships are by no means as 
distasteful as one would gather, and 


that it is above all the life for him»! 


He desires to go back north to contin- 
ue his explorations, although this is 
his first trip to civilization after years 
spent beyond the outer fringe of it. 

He is in hopes that the Canadian 
Government will take steps, while 
there is yet time, for the protection 
in Central Arctic Canada and Victoria 
Land of the caribou and musk oxen 
and the Eskimos as well, all, he thinks, 
being in danger of extinction. Mr. 
Stefansson’s expressed wish, in fact, 
in regard to the new race of white 
Eskimos. whom he discovered up north 
was that no attempt would be made to 
civilize and Christianize them. 

Mr. Stefansson is making arrange- 
ments for the trip into the Arctic for 
the purpose of exploring for geogra- 
‘phical and other information, the last 
of the unknown northern lands. He 
expects to make a start from Victoria 
jn May, and will be accompanied by 
six men, Mr. Stefansson will, in all 

obabilityf make his headquartets on 
‘St. Patgick’s Island, He will reinaln 
in the north for three years. It is 
quite probable that the expedition will 
be clothed with the authority of the 
Canadian Government to take poss*s- 
sion in the name of the Dominion of 
any new lands discovered.
